Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly, 
approved  March  lti,  183..,  pe  mit  me  to  submit  to  your  honorable  bodies  this 
my  annual  report  upon  the  finances  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  year  ending 
November  30,  1853. 

The  tab’es  hereunto  appended,  will  show,  in  the  usual  form,  the  revenue 
and  expenditures,  the  estimates  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  coming 
year,  the  monthly  receipts  and  payments,  the  statements  relative  to  tax  od 
real  and  personal  property,  the  relief  notes  cancelled  and  still  in  circulation, 
the  public  debt,  the  undrawn  appropriations,  and  the  operations  of  the  sinking 
fund. 

By  recurring  to  these  tables,  it  will  he  seen  that  the  whole  amount  of

It  will  be  proper  he^e  to  state,  that  a  portion  of  these  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  is  of  an  extraordinary  characte  ',  and  do  not  properly  belong  to  either  the 
pe  manent  sou  ces  of  revenue  or  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government :  as 
the  five  million  loan,  authorized  by  the  act  of  May  4,  1852,  was  not  entirely 
consummated  at  the  time  of  my  last  annual  report,  a  portion  of  that  loan,  as 
will  appear  by  refe  ence  to  the  tables,  entered  into  the  operations  of  the  fiscal 
year  l.v53,  and  increased  the  leceipts  and  expenditures  accordingly. 

The  operations  of  the  year  being  divested  of  the  receipts  upon  this  loan, 
and  the  premiums  derived  upon  its  negotiation,  and  the  payments  made 
the  ef.om,  and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  under  the  temporary  loans,  with 
the  payments  for  the  construction  and  completion  of  new  work  upon  the 
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North  Branch  canal,  the  Allegheny  Portage  and  Philadelphia  and  Columbia 
railroads,  will  stand  as  fallows,  viz  :

This  statement  shows  that  the  ordinary  or  pe  manent  revenue  has  been 
more  than  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  goveinment,  during  the 
past  year;  but  the  appropriations  for  ext  aordina  y  purposes,  beyond  the 
loans  authorized  by  the  Legislatme  at  the  last  session,  have  fully  abrci  bcd 
this  excess. 

The  whole  statement,  however  p’ events  a  most  encouraging  and  grut Tying 
iact — that  the  resources  of  the  Treasury  a.e  fully  adequate  to  sustain  lire 
pi ‘gated  faith  of  the  Commonwealth— that  the  balance  in  the  Treasury,  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  together  with  tie  ordinary  receipts  to  tae  fi.it  of 
Feb  uary,  will,  in  all  probability,  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  the 
State  debt  then  to  become  due,  without  tire  necessity  o>f  resort. ng  to  a  ltn> 
poravy  loan. 

lithe  above  excess  of  revenue,  over  expenditures  of  $176,430  01,  had  not 
been  absorbed  by  the  appropriations  for  extraordinary  purposes,  but  a-  plied 
to  the  indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth,  either  in  the  reduction  of  pe  n  c~ 
nent  or  tempo ’ary  loans,  and  added  to  tl  e  sum  tf  $421, 9t0  48,  which  is  il  e 
reduction  of  the  State  indebtedness,  for  the  past  year,  by  the  oj  e  aliens  of 
the  sinking  fund,  the  whole  sum  thus  applied  would  have  made  $898,390  49. 

The  operations  of  the  Treasury,  for  the  rust  year,  have  exceeded  the  most 
sanguine  expectations  and  the  estimated  excess  of  revenue  over  expenditures 
for  the  coming  year,  as  will  appear  by  refe  ence  to  the  tables,  will  amount  to 
the  sum  of  $600,950  00,  it  is  thus  made  apparent  that  the  Treasury  will  i  ave 
the  ability,  during  the  coming  year,  to  redeem  the  sum  of  $590,000,  be  ng  the 
entire  amount  of  the  temporary  loans  now  outstanding;  but  to  produce" ibis 
most  desirable  result  no  additional  drafts  should  be  made  upon  it  without  the 
proper  provision  being  made  by  the  Legislature  for  their  payment. 

Tl  e  prospects  for  the  coming  year  are  most  encouraging;  the  North  B;anch 
canaj,  a  woik  of  vast  importance,  and  which  will  no  dorbt  be  a  source  of 
conside  able  revenue,  is  nearly  completed,  a  portion  of  the  planes  of  the 
Allegheny  railroad  have  been  avoided,  which  will  materially  reduce  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  that  portion  of  the  public  works,  the  reasonable  conclusion  w7culd 
the  efo  e  be,  that  with  an  improved  and  rigid  system  of  economy  (for  which 
we  confidently  look)  upon  the  part  of  the  public  agents,  and  with  prudent  and 
ecjncrnical  legislation,  the  public  debt  may  be  rapidly  decreased  and  tl  e  tax 
payers  be  relieved  from  a  burthen  that  long  has  pressed  heavily  upon  them. 

Sound  pci  ^y  and  true  economy  dictates  the  immediate  completion  of  ,he 
North  B ;  anch  canal,  a  work  of  vhal  inte  est  to  the  State  and  of  g.  eat  import¬ 
ance  in  the  calculations  of  ti  e  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth,  opening  into 
the  gieat  coal  fields  and  iron  beds  of  the  North  (without  estimating  the  nch

and  productive  soil  through  which  it  passes,)  when  taken  into  consideration 
with  the  active,  intelligent  and  growing  business  population  of  that  region  of 
the  State,  marks  it  as  the  most  important  link  in  the  chain  of  our  improve- 
ments.  Now  nearly  completed,  it  is  most  desirable  that  such  legislative 
action  should  be  had  as  will  secure  early  in  the  season  the  opening  for  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  whole  line,  that  the,,  revenues  of  the  State  may  be  increased  by 
the  receipts  which  will  be  poured  into  the  State  Treasury  from  this  great 
work. 

It  may  be  urged  with  the  same  force,  that  the  completion  of  the  Allegheny 
road  for  the  avoidance  of  the  planes,  will  not  only  greatly  increase  the  facili¬ 
ties  for  transportation,  but  will  produce  a  vast  saving  to  the  Commonwealth. 
The  expenses  attendant  upon  the  working  of  these  planes  are  much  more  than 
commensurate  with  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  avoiding  them.  Experience 
will  attest  the  wisdom,  and  time  will  show  the  wise  policy  of,  at  as  early  a 
day  as  possible,  completing  the  road  for  their  avoidance.

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  hereunto  appended,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  operations  of  that 
fund  for  the  years  1852  and  1853,  have  reduced  the  State  indebtedness  in  the 
sum  of  $632,971  31. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  Pennsylvania,  for  the  first  time  in  her  history,  failed 
to  meet  punctually  her  honest  engagements,  the  struggle  to  regain  her  high 
position  was  an  arduous  and  difficult  one,  and  for  a  long  time  the  Treasury 
was  compelled  to  resort  to  temporary  loans  to  meet  the  semi-annual  payments 
of  the  interest  upon  the  State  debt.  While  we  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
the  p  esent  favorable  aspect  of  our  affairs,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact, 
that  it  was  by  wise  and  prudent  legislation  that  the  credit  of  the  State  was 
restored,  and  that  the  same  wisdom  and  prudence  will  be  necessary  to  retain  it.
